AN ADDRESS TO TH£ PUBLIC. 
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Hope. 

CmcArK), .Tuly 1 t. — The coiifon'tict' of 
the American Federation of Liibor 
jourued at 7:30 yesterday eveninf<, after 
having decided against a general strike. 
The petition of President Debt of the 
AttrnkMi ndlway was endonedi how- 

erw, and fl.OOO voted fur a defense 
fnud for tho comiug trial of Dubs. The 
• xeciitivc coondl of NTen will hold a 

final 8e8eiou. 

The following address to the public 
waa iMoed after a long diacnaaion: 

"The great indostrial nphearal now 

agitatinf^ the conntry has been careful- 
ly, calmly and fully considored in a con- 
ference of the ('X( <'utive council of tho 
American FetlevafiDii Labor, and to tht* 
executive officers and representatives of 
tlie national and international unions 
brotherhoods of railway union, calKtd to 
meet in the citv of ("liicago on the 12th 
day of Jul.r, WM. In the light of all 
the evidence obtainable and in view of 
the peciiliar <-oiiiiilicatii)ns now envelop- 
ing the situation, we are forced to the 
COnclnsion that the bt^st interests of i he 
anions affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, demand that they 
refrain from participating in any gen- 
eral or looaX atrike, which may be pro- 
posed in connection with the present 
railroad troubles. 

"In making this declaration we do 
not wldi it nnderstood that we are in 
any way antagonistio to labor organiza- 
tions now strngglins for right or justice, 
but rather to the fact that the present 
contest has become snrronnded and beset 
with oomplicatioiia so grave in their 
nattbe thift we oan not consistently od- 
Tiae a course which would but add to 
the general confusion. The pnldic press, 
ever alive to the interest of corporate 
wealth, have, with few exceptions, so 
midicioiiflly misrepresented matters that, 
in the public mind, the working classes 
are now arrayed in open hoirtili^ to 
federal authority. 

"This is till' iK>sition we do not wish 
to be iilu<>ed in, nor will wo occupy it 
without a protest. We claim to bo 
patriotic and law-ubidiiif; as ariy otlior 
class of citizens, a claim subst.'intiatod 
by our actions in time of public need 
iiud public peril. By misrepresentation 
and dviplicity certain corporations aa- 
hume tliat tliey slaiid for law and ordor 
• and that those opposing them represent 
lawlessness and anarchy. Wo protest 
against this assumption, )\s we protest 
against the intt^rference that because a 
certain individual or a certain chiss en- 
joy a mou'-'ply in jjarticular lines of 
trade or cojiiinerce that it necessarily 
follows that they are entitled to a 
monoiK)ly in loyalty and good cirizeu- 
^hip. 

"The trades union movenuMit is one 
of reason, one of deliberation and de- 
pending entirely upon the voluntarj- iind 
sovereign action of its members; it is 
democratic in principle aiul action; i-ou- 
servative in its denuuids and consistent 
in its efforts to secure them. Industrial 
contests ciui not be entered into at tlie 
behest of any individual officer of this 
oonferenoe, regavd'ess of the position hu 
may occupy in our organizations. 
Steues in otir affiliated organisations 
are entered into only as a last resort, 
and after tJl efforts for a peaceful ad- 
justment of grievanoes have failed, and 
then only after the members have by 
their own votes, naoally requiring a 
two-tUrda and often a three-fourths 
rote, so decided. 

"The trades union movement has its 
origin in economic arul social injustioe. 
It has its history, its struggle and its 
tendency well defined. It stands as the 
protector of those who see the wrong 
and injustice resultant of our present 
industrial system, and who, by organi- 
zation, manifest their purpose of be- 
coming liirger sharers in tlio pro<luct of 
their labor, and who, by their efforta, 
contribute toward securing the unity 
and solid:irity of labor's forces, so that 
in the ever present contest of the 
wealthy proflu(!ers to conquer their 
rights from the w<>althy absorbers we 
may, by our uitelligi nce and persist- 
ency, by the earnestness of our purixise, 
tile nobility of our cause, work out 
through revolutioiutry methods the final 
emancipation of labor. 

"While we may not have the power 
to order a strike of the working people 
of our conntry, wo are fully aware tluit 
a recommendation from this coiili ii mnj 
to tliem to hiy down their tools of labor 
will largely influence the uii nihc rs i it' i mr 
atliliated organization, and appiecialmg 
the responsibility resting aiion as, and 
the duty we owe to all. we declare it to 
be the sense of this conference that a 
general strike at this time is inexpedient, 
unwise and contrary to the beat mtsnsts 
of the working people. 

"We further reconuneud that all con- 
nected with the American Federation of 
Labor now out on sympathetic strike, 
should return to wurK, and these who 
contemplate going out on sympathetic 
strike, are advised to remain at their 
usual vocations. 

"In the strike of the American Rail- 
way union we recognize an impulsive, 
y vlgwoBS protest af^oinst the gathering, 
growiaf foroes of plutocratic power and 
oorpc^ion rule. In the sympathetic 
movement of that order to help the 
Pullman en»)loyes, they have demon- 
strated the hollow shams of the Pull-, 
man's pharasaioal paradise. Mr. Pnll*A 
man. in his peralstent repolaea of nU- 



tratmn ana m ms neartiess autocratic 
treatment of his employes, has proven 
himself a public enemy. 

"Tho heart of labor everywhere throbs 
responsive M the miuily purposes and 
sturdy straggle of the American Rail- 
way union ,m their heroic endeavor to 
redress the wronm of the Pullman em- 
ployes. In this position they effectually 
reiterate the fxmdamental trade union 
pciodida that working people, regardless 
of aes, creed, color, nationality, politics 
or occupation should haT(» on* and the 
same interest in one common cause for 
theia own industrial and political ad- 
vancement 

"By thia railway strike the people are 
once more reminded of the immenco 
foroes held at the call of corporate capi- 
tal for the subjugation of labor. For 
years the railroad interests have shown 
the lawless examples of defiance to in- 
junctions, and have set asUle hws to 
control them. Thef have displayed the 
utmost contempt for the interstate com- 
merce law, have avoidtvi its pt'nalties, 
and sneered at its jxitency to prevent 
pooling, discriminations and other im- 
podtions on the public. In this disre- 
gard of law these corporationn have 
given the greatest imi>etus to anarchy 
and lawlessness. Still they do not hesi- 
tate, when confronted by outraged 
labor, to invokt) the powers of the state, 
the federal goveriuuent, backed by 
ITniti d States marshals, injunctions of 
courts, proclamations of the president, 
and sustained by bayonet; of sohln rs 
and all the civil and niilitarv machinery 
of the law. have rallied CO UM sammons 
uf the eoq>orations. 

"Against this iHTay of armed fnrci' 
and brutal inonied autocracy, would it 
not be worse than folly to call men mir 
on a general or l(x;al strike in these days 
of stagnant trade and commercial de- 
pression ? No. Better let us organize 
more generally, combine more clo.sely 
with our forces, educate and prepare 
ourselves to protect our interests, and 
that we may go to the ballotbox and 
cast our votes fls American freemen, 
united and detr nnincd to redeem this 
country from its present political and 
industrial misrule, to take it from the 
hands of plutocratic wreckers and 
place it in the hands of the common 
people." i 

OFFERgP TO SETTLE. 

The BaUwajr SlanaKfrs N<nv KospoaalM* 
For the Strike. 

Chicaoo, July 14 — i^esident Debs, 
Vice President Howard and ISx. Sever 
eign called at the mayor's ffllce and 
held a conference for about 16 minutes 
At its oouolusion. Mayor Hopkins said: 
"These gentlemen came to me with a 
proposition to call the strike off. If the 
General Managers' association will 
agree to take tutck uU emploN . s ^^ lio 
have not been arrested for any offense 
against the law. They asked me to go 
with them to present the i»ropositiWI. ~ 
told them I would gladly go," 

The mayor and Alderman McCJillen 
then went to the office of the General 
Managt^rs' as.sociation, while Debs, How 
ard and Sovereign returned to their 
hotels. Wlien the mayor arrived at the 
othce of the<teiu'ral Managers' associa 
tion, he found that the regular nii eting 
hiui adjourned, and Mr. tit. John of the 
K<x'k Island was tba only manager 

present. 

Mr. St. .Tolin said he would receive 
tJie proposition and lay it before the 
ne.\t nn'cting. He Avas re<piested to call 
a special meeting, but declined to do so. 
He consented to listi'ti to the gentlemen 
because they wi re the mayor and a 
prominent meml>er of the council. He 
declared that he would have nothing to 
do with Debs or any other labor leader. 
After leaving the proposition with Mr. 
St. John the mayor returned to his 
office. • ' 

Mr. St. John had previously said that 
the general managers would not recog- 
nize the labor leaders in any way, and it 
was because of this statement that Debs, 
Howard and Sovereign did not present 
their proposition in person, but dele- 
gated the presentation to the mayor. 

Chairman Egan said, informally: 
"The general managers will under no 
dzcumstances have a oonferenoe with 
Hr. Debs on any subject They will re- 
tain in their employ the men who filled 
the strikers' places and are competent. ' ' 

When Debs was aaked by Sovereign 
what would be done in case the general 
managers refused to reinstate the men. 
Debs replied: "We shall call our ex- 
ecutive board together and detarmine 
upon a course of action." 

President Debs said that the union 
bad made its lost overtures to the gen- 
eral managers. It had gone more ttiaii 
half way. If the pre.si'iit proposition 
was ignored or rejectcii, the strike would 
be renewed with greater force and con- 
tinned until the railway people gave iu. 
The i)e()ple had been ai)pealing to the 
railway union to stop the strike; here- 
after they must appeal to tlie railway 
managers. The burden of further troal>le 
and loss of business must rest on their 
shoulders. 

Mr. Debs added that there ha<l been 
no relaxation of tin strike. It is on in 
force and would remain so until an af- 
firmative answer came from the gent riil 
njanagers. If siu h an answer were re- 
ceived, the strike wouhl end in 20 min- 
utes. He iiitiiiiati-d t hat tiio union had 
resere forces which it could call into ac- 
tion and that they would be felt in their 
full strength if ueces-Siiry. He said la- 
b<ir unions wero waiting patiently to be 
called ujxin to j(jin in a sympathetic 
Strike, and declarid that I'i or 16 were 
induceato wait until an answer had 
been received t' om the general main- 
agera.

CHir,\(40, .Tuly 14.— Eugene V. Debs, 
president of the American Bailway 
union, has famished the press with the 

following statement: 

"We have acceded to the re<jui sJs of 
tliou.sands of jx'ople not dirertly con- 
cerned in the strike, but atlecteil by it, 
to make a proposition of jmmcc. We 
have responded to this appeal in a man- 
ly and strai;j:htforward manner. We 
offer to (ieelare fhe strike of}', and niakci 
as the oidy conditions that the men who 
went out be i)erniitted to return to their 
former jiositious. Wo e.Kcept, of course, 
those agu-'nst whom there are any 
charges of violence. 

"We make marked concessions in tliis 
offer, but are willing to make them in 
the light of the great industrial depres- 
sion that hiis Iwen a cfincomitant of tlie 
strike. We could make no fairer offer 
nor one that more abundantly considers 
the interestfi of the v.hole peopli?. It is 
now in the hands of the railro.id mau.i- 
gers.^ If tlicy accept it the trouble iu 
ended. If they refuse we will renew 
the fight and follow it up to tho bitter 
end. And if they refuse we will then 
see what there is in public wntiment." 

TRAIN WREC KED T y STRIKERS. 

Th« KnfliiMr aart PlMman Both Instutly 

Killpil. 

TnRitF. H.vfTJ;, Ind., .Inly 14.— The 
Big Four New York express tr.iin No. 7, 
on its way to St. Louis, was wrecked at 
Fontanel, this county, by strike sympa- 
thizers'. Engineer Moehrman of Indian- 
apolis and Fireman Fleck of Mattoon 
wera buried under the wreck and in- 
stantly killed. Their bodies were 
cmshod into an unrecognizable mass. 
The engine, baggagecar, expresscar and 
the day coach aro piled in the ditch a 
broken mass. 

The train was running at a high rate 
of speetl, and when within a quarter ol 
a mile of Foutan^ it smashed tnrough a 
displaced switch. The crash was heivrd 
by the sheriff and deputy luiirshals, 
who had been at the scene of trouble all 
day. A number of others also heiml 
the era.- li and l ushed to the sc.ene of the 
disitsler. 

The wreck is undoubtedlji thi- work 
of a lawless mob of miners that had 
pos,se.ssion of Fontanel all day Thurs- 
day, and stopiied and side-trackod five 
Hig Four freight trains during the day 
to show their sympathy for tha nflzoad 
strikers. 

Pallmaa's PIm. 

Nkw Yokk, July 14.— George M. 
Pullman has i.ssued a lengthy statement 
of the attitude of his coniiiauy in refi r 
ence to the strike, its (uinses, its merus 
and it? settlement. He does not declare 
definitely again.st .submitting to arbitra- 
tion, but urges that it Would be unliusi- 
nesslike to consent to an arbitration 
which might deride that the Pullman 
workti be operated at a loss. 

XHaMgarded Dab*' Order. 

Dallas, July 14. — Under protection 
of United States marshals the Santa Fe 
moved their delayed passenger trains 
with nonunion men in the cab. 'i lie 
Santa Fe oificials have secured sufficient 
nomunon men to run all switch engines, 
and busuiess is moving as though a 
strike was not on.

Trade Qoe> on a* If NolhiiiK StufNl !■ tlM 
Wajr of IU Progrens. 

New Yokk, July 14.— R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
When circuuiatanoes are duly weighed 
the stteugth and soundness of business 
in this country during the past two 
weeks iire amazing. With the second 
city in the cinintry in the hands of a 
lawless aud nniideroa.s mob, besides 
many other ( itli s and towns, with rail- 
way tralKc almost entirely stopping over 
the vast iirea b(!tween Toledo and the 
Pacific, witli presidential prochuuations 
dechiriug the existeuice of an insurrw'- 
tion, and the passionate answer order- 
ing half a million men to stop work, 
with a prolonged strike of coal miners 
not fully ended in many states, aud 
with differences between the hou.se ami 
senate on the tariff (question so wide 
that duties ittlectuig mining and maun- 
fiU'tures ciiu not be anticipated, indus- 
tries and trade have, nevertheless, gone 
on with sublime oonfldeuco that tho 
people and their government would soon 
restore ordsr.. The shrinkage oCbnsi- 
um uni. ttM rtmiiiiBitiin of .valtua hava 



bee:n unexpectedry small, thO failures 
relatively lew aud unimportant, and 
there are even signs hi some industries 

of actual progress toward recovery from 
previous troubles. 

Wheat is slightly lower, in profoond 
disregard of the government report in- 
dicatilig a yield of less than 400,000,000 
bushels, and as the ofBoial estiinate of 
vield in 1803 was more than 100,000,000 
bushels short of actual exports and oon- 
sumptiou, it is readily assumed that an- 
other diSCTepancy as large may spring 
from similar causes. 

Receipts and exports in the pres(;nt 
disturbed oonditiou of business are not 
significant. Com has advanced a little, 
though accounte indicate a good yield. 
Cotton has declined an eighth, with 
more favorable information as to condi- 
tions, and the year's records have so 
discredited official and other estimatt s 
that little attention is now paid to them. 

Cotton manufacture has reduced some- 
what, though most of the mills (-ontinue 
to pile up goods, and the stock of print 
cloths is 1,080,000 pieces. Dullness is 
commonly ascribed and partly due to 
the disturbed conditions at the west 
and south. The same cause affects 
woolen manufacture, hut le.ss ilirectly 
and the clothiers have postponed orders 
so long that their efforts to get merely 
the goods they must have now give a 
better toue. ( )rder8 are small, but in 
number such that fewer mills liave 
closed since .Tuly 1 than was expected, 
and sales of wcki1 for the week have been 
y,8!J.'i,0W) p<ninds against 3,(;4:f.T()0 last 
year H, 118, 0.W in 1VJ3. 

The shu(^ factories in this (luarter are 
dosed, hut the e;ist have gem^rally re- 
sinned Ciirlier than was expected, and 
numerous, though small orders, mainly 
for medium or low j)riced gotnls, in. ike 
up a fair aggregate of business. Ship- 
ments from the cast for two weeks of 
.Inly have been 152,396 eases against 
14^,70.5 last year. 

The output of pig iron, which dropped 
from 1\0,210 tons to (>;.', r)17 weekly in 
May, because of the miners' strike, had 
only recovered to 85,1)50 tons on July 1, 
and it is uncertain whether it is hirger 
now, for numerous western works have 
stopped by the railroad bl(x;kade. 

The decrease in failures exhibited last 
week is followed by goo<i returns for 
July thus far. Reported liabilities in 
the first five days w.re only ^ILOtlT, 
though mail delays keep buck some 
western returns. The number of fail- 
ures during the past week has been •S.il 
In the United States, against 874 last 
year, and in Canada 49, against 26 lu>t 
year. 

FREIQHT TRAIN DEMOLISHED. 

I)rl(li;e liluwii I'p nrn tmite on th« 

Uuck IsluiKl ;Uall>'oad. 

Weixinoton, Kan , .Ttily u —The 
adverse decision of the Oklahoma su- 
preme court on the application of the 
towns of S(nith Enid and Pond ("n'ck, 
to compel tlic Rock Island railro.ad to 
build depots and stop trains, has been 
quickly followed by an outrage. At 
4:20 yesterdav morning, a mile south of 
Enid, the Riwk Island bridge »vas 
blown u]) with dynivmite and a 'freight 
train denudislied. 

The engine and a couple of cars had 
pa.ssed safely over when the dynamite 
( xplodc'd, hurling the train from the 
track. Thirteen cars were piled in the 
ditch, and Brakeman Cordry and Larry 
Lvon, a tramp, were badly injured. 
Tlie dynamite was evidently intended 
for the regular northbound passenger 
train from Texas, which reached the 
scene .SO minutes later, and which, but 
for the accident of the freight blockade, 
caused by the strike, necessitating the 
running of extra freight now, would 
have been the first train on the brid<;e. 

The outrage is supposed to be tlie 
work of men concerned In the bitter 
light between the government town 
sites an4 the Rook lidand toad, which 
has been waging «rer since the opening 
of the-strip, owing to the refusal of the 
railroad to stop its trains at the govern - 
ment towns. 

At 11 o'clock jresterday, Fawoott, the 
chief of the Rook Island company's de- 
tectives, wired to Vice Presiaent Lowe 
that he was compelled to stand by 
powerle.SB and see 200 citizens of Pond 
Creek tearing up the company's tracks 
tlirougli the city. In the crowd were 
lytth men and women. The company 
had, until iMt week, kept a large force 
of guards along the track at Pond Creek 
and Enid ever since June 0, when the 
track was bttfore torn up and A freight 
train ^\Tecked. 

Only a few guards are now stationed 
in the ])Lices and they are unal)li' to do 
auythiimf. 

'V'ice Pr(>sident Lowe h.ts notified the 
United States authorities ot the destrnc- 
tion of track, and has declaied hi' will 
.send no nuire guards to the inflamed 
iKiinfs, but will c.vpeet tlie government 
iiereafter to'proteet tlie company's 
property and deal with the citzens. 

By order of the govi-rnor, an armed 
troop from Kl Reno, under charge of 
Deputy United St.ites JIarshal ^ladseii, 
has left for I he scene. Tlie citii6«us ore 
becoming more threatening and every 
hour serious troubleis feared. 

Mob OtoparMd. 

CoNXSACT, O., Julv 14.— Captain 
Woodworth and the Oeoeva xlflea ar- 
rived here aariy vwterdaiy morning. 
At r o'clock the strikera, 800 strong, as- 
sembled on the docks, and tha militia 
marched to the scene. Tha crowd then 
disperaed. Of the 80 men arrested thus 
far, all were discharged in court eoroept 
tliree. C!olonel Kennan of the Fifth 
regiment reached the scene of the 
trouble yesterday, and regards the situ- 
ation as serious.

S.\("RAMF\TO, .Tuly 14. — Vesteld.iy 
was oiii' of the must exciting days in fhe 
liist^ry of tlie strike. As a result two 
iiieii 111- w()nndi><l in the receiving hos- 
pital, while several others are reported 
dead or injured. Shortly after 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning a switch engine was 
proi-eediiig along Front street to clear 
the track, A cimipany of regulars, 
under command of Cai)tain Roberts of 
Batterv L, Fifth United States artillery, 
accompanied the engine. As they 
reached I street it is claimed a gang of 
strikers fired on the troops. The sol- 
diers returned the fire, and several men 
were seen to fall. 

Two of them were picked up by the 
police and removed to the receiving 
liospital. The.r names are John .Stuart 
aud Frank linckh^y. The former was a 
marine of th(* I nitod States steamer 
Alliance anrl was attracted to the scene 
of the conflict by a large crowd. He 
was shot through ilie hxly aftd is dying. 
Buckley lives in Biitte county and was 
here on a visit. He wius shot through the 
right slKJulder. Both men deny fliat 
they are in any way connected with the 
strikers. Stuart has made an anti-inor- 
tem statemi'nt in which he declarer he 
was shot d<jwn because he r. fus-fl to 
halt when ordered to do so. 

The shooting was heard at the depot 
and Colonel (iraham, who is in com- 
mand, ordered the First United States 
marine corps, under I'ommand of Cap- 
tain Borryman, and the Third United 
States marine corps, under Lieutenant 
Drajier, to prtx-eed from the depot with 
fixed bayonets. They divided into 
charging squads and extended the dead- 
line to Seoond street. Shortly • after- 
v,*ard, Troop I., Fourth United States 
cavalry, made a fiying dash down Seo- 
ond street to J and hence to Front, 
sweeping everything before them. 
United States Marshal Baldwin was in 
the lead aud proclaimed martial law. 
He called upon the people in the name 
of the United States to go to their 
homes and remain there until the 
tronbki Is over. A few obeyed, but the 
majority remained on the streets in de- 
fiance or the miirshal's order. 

The railroad company succeeded in 
getting a train to Kocklin, its destina- 
tion being Ogflen, by way of Tn.ckee.

It consisted of two 
coaches, two flati-ars and several fruit- 
Ciirs. Two ( iatling guns were placed ou 
tho flatcars, to be used if wciusion de- 
manded. The railroa<l otficiuls fear 
more trouble will occur at Tmdue. 

SITUATION IN CALIFORNIA. 



Di'.astrcMiH Iteitulti of the Sixteen Uity's 
.struvsto With Strikers 

Sam Fbanoiboo, July 14.— Sixteen 
days have intervened since the general 

strike was inaugurated ou the Southern 
Pacific system. At least seven aud 
probably nine human lives have already 
lieen sacrificeil in the desperate straggle 
that is on between the railway c(iniiiany 
and till! t'eilcral government on oni' side 
and the American Railway union ou 
the other. The commercial loss has 
been enormous. A seastni's fruit crop, 
to the value of hundreds of thousauas 
of dollars, perishing iu the orchards. 

There is evtiry indication more men 
are to be slaughtered in this industrial 
war; that the fruit growers are to see 
more of their crop spoil jon their hands, 
and that the embargo on commerce is to 
be indefinitely continued. 

It is now three days since the federal 
troops went into the fii Id iu northern 
California, but the end is not yet in 
sight. 

In Sacramento the defiance became SO 
bold that the capital city la under 
actual martial law. 

At Oakland the yards on the Mole are 
now under the protection of a force o£ 
1.000 United Btatea marines, state 
militiamen and deputies. The force haa 
been sufficient to overawe the strikers 
and there is no further violence. 

In San Francisco the event of fhe day 
was the empanelling of a special United 
States grand jury by Judge Morrow to 
investigat - tlu' prevailing disorders.

))re8ent strike at Oliicago than many 
people may imagine. Mr. Pullman, like 
his multi-millionaire friend Cnrnc^'ie, is 
a Bepublican. The New York Herald 
publisbee an interview l)etween Mr. Pull- 
man and a prominent Republican editdr 
of New York held a year ago, from which 
we take the following extract : 

In his conversation with tiie editor Mr. 
Pullman said : " 1 have done as much 
for labor as any man living, and I have 
aJway,s tried to treat my workingmen 
squarely, but I am sick and disgusted at 
their treachery. Normally we returned 
in Pullmanfrom 2.000 to 2,600 Bepublican 
majority. Iconfldentlyexpecteathatwe 
should do as much for Harrison. I had 
not the slightest idea that the majority 
would fall below 2,000 in any event You 
may imaRine my surprise when the re- 
tarns came in and Pullman had cast a 
majority of more than 2,000 for Clove- 
land." 

Mr. Pullman',s nuniner beeamo iin- 
pressive and he leane<l f(jrward and said 
islowly and vindictively : "I ina<le up my 
mind tliat lliiit \\as tiie lii.«t of my sym- 
patliy for wurkiiij^'iiieii. I made ii|> my 
miiui tliiit my (Miipioyes in i'ullman were 
not wortli caring' lor and that I w ould 
ahead anil cut waj^'e,- to the liottom inptch. 
If the wor.iiii;; peopleol I'lilimaii wanted 
t'l vote against my interests, 1 made up 
niv mind that tiiey could take the con- 
sequences. Now, let us see how tbey 
make it."

the Pullman emjdoyes, nut of which the 
present strike grew, liad just been an- 
nounced, says the Herald. Mr. Pull- 
man's visitor was shocked at his malig- 
nant temper and the heartless way in 
which he announced that the wages of 
his employes had been cut. 

Mr. Pullman evidently had been rest- 
ing in the belief that he owned tiis em- 
ployes, soul, body and all. He talks 
about their treachery because they bad 
the courage to vote a.s they pleased and 
not for his party, and he proceeds to cut 
their wages, to teach tbem a lesaon no

Said the Nashville American, editorially: "We 
cannot attempt to describe the etTcct of his able, 
thoughtful line id iiresentaticni.
